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PRACTICAL LABORATORY PROCEDURES 
IN MYCOLOGY 


ROYAL M. MONTGOMERY, M.D. 
New York, N. Y. 


Mycotocy is a subject which should interest every podiatrist. Practi- 





cally every day a podiatrist may encounter some form of dermatophy- 
tosis. A better knowledge of the cause and practical procedures that are 
necessary for a positive diagnosis are essential subjects with which every 
podiatrist should be acquainted. The various procedures described are 
those which can be carried out in the office. For those who have a 
microscope available it should be most instructive. For those who have 
not, it will be an incentive to obtain one, either new or second hand. 

Fungi belong in the plant kingdom. The plant kingdom is divided 
into four large classes; the ferns, the mosses, the trees and flowers and the 
thallophytes, Fungi belong to the last class. It is divided into bacteria, 
algae and fungi. Fungi are again divided into various subdivisions. The 
fungi imperfecti are the ones in which the dermatologist or podiatrist 
is interested. 

These fungi are made up of a vegetative portion; the mycelial threads, 
and a reproductive portion; the spores, which may be of various shapes 
and sizes. Various formations and characteristics of these vegetative and 
reproductive portions serve to identify individual types. 

In taking specimens for examination certain procedures should be 
adhered to. Also, one is apt to find more positives in certain lesions. 


Read before the New York County Division of the Podiatry Society of the State of New 
York, May 20th, 1941. 
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At all times one should disinfect the area with alcohol, A sterile knife 
which is not too sharp is the best one to use. If the area involved is 
between the toes, the superficial scales should be scraped off and dis- 
carded and the underlayer saved for examination. If vesicles are pres- 
ent the dome of the vesicle should be clipped off and examined. If the 
vesicles are dry without serious discharge inside, the top may be lifted 
off with a scalpel and examined. If there are suspic ious scales on the 
soles, these also are scraped off saving the undermost scales for exam- 
ination. If the nails are involved, it is necessary to obtain a specimen 
which is not from the surface and is free from contamination. Thin 
shavings are preferable to large clippings. ‘They are easier to examine 
and are freer from contamination, Superficial shavings are discarded 
and the deeper shavings saved. If the nail is discolored specimens should 
be obtained from that area. 

These specimens are examined in two ways, one by a direct examina- 


tion on a microscopic slide and the other is by culture. 


In the direct examination the specimen, always preferably thin, is 


placed on a microscopic slide. A drop or two of a 15 to 20 per cent 


aqueous solution of sodium or potassium hydroxide is placed on the 


scale and it is covered with a cover slip. This is gently heated over a 
Bunsen burner or an alcohol lamp and allowed to set for 10 to 20 min- 
utes until it has “cleared”. When the specimen has “cleared” the scale 
or nail has dissolved enough to allow sufhcient light to pass through it 
so the mycelial threads may be seen. Nail specimens take longer to clear 
than scales, Thick clippings might take an hour or two. That is the 
reason for taking thin shavings. Gentle pressure on the cover slip will 
also thin out the specimen after it has been in hydroxide for a while. 
Ihe specimen is examined under low power with a minimum of light. 
Search should be made for thin refractile mycelial threads. These threads 
run straight through cells and branch in various ways. One has to be 
trained in differentiating them from cotton fibers, wool fibers, wood 
fibers or feathers. The mycelial threads are usually thin, slightly green- 
ish and refractile. ‘There usually are no spores visible in these direct 
specimens, just mycelial threads, At times one can suspect certain fungi 
by the number or type of mycelial threads or spores seen. In Epidermo- 
phyton inguinale invasion the mycelial threads are usually profuse, in 
Trichophyton purpureum infections the threads are usually sparse and 
in Candida (Monilia) albicans infection one is apt to see budding cells 
in the direct specimen. 

If one cannot examine the specimen immediately or wants to send the 
specimen away for examination, the scales or shavings from the nails 


may be placed in a sterile envelope or wrapped in a sterile paper. For 
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this purpose a prescription blank, sterilized by rubbing with alcohol 
or by an autoclave, is very convenient. 

The second method of examination is by culture. The scales are 
placed on a slant of Sabouraud’s media and allowed to grow at room 
temperature for one to three weeks. The fungi in the scales will germi- 
nate and grow out into typical colonies which are frequently easily 
identified microscopically. The scales are picked up with a sterile 
scalpel or platinum loop and placed firmly on the agar slant in the test 
tube, 

Sabouraud’s media is prepared in the following manner and with the 


following ingredients. 


Peptone (Fairchild’s) 10 grams 
Dextrose (U.S.P.) 40 grams 
Water (tap) 1000 c.c. 

Agar (shreds) 20 grams 


Ihe agar shreds are placed in an aluminum pot with two thirds of the 
water and allowed to soak for 20 minutes. The peptone and dextrose 
are placed in a pan with one third of the water and allowed to soak 
for 20 minutes, Cook the agar until it is completely dissolved. ‘Then 
add the completely dissolved peptone and dextrose mixture. Pour this 
agar preparation into media tubes (6” x 1”) and plug with non-absorb- 
ent cotton. Autoclave on 20 pounds of steam for 15 minutes, Slant the 
tubes while still hot. When the tubes are cool they are ready for use. 
About 63 tubes may be made with this combination in a litre of water. 
A smaller amount may easily be made by cutting down on the amounts. 

It is necessary to culture the specimens to determine the exact fungus 
causing a given case of dermatophytosis, Methods of cure vary accord- 
ing to the causative fungus. Four fungi are commonly found as the 
cause of dermatophytosis. Of course there are many more which cause 
other ringworm dermatoses. In this article only those causing derma- 
tophytosis will be dealt with. These are Trichophyton gypseum (the 
commonest cause), Trichophyton purpureum, Epidermophyton ingui- 
nale and Candida (Monilia) albicans. The following are brief descrip- 
tions of the microscopic appearance and typical findings in a culture 
mount (a slide preparation of the culture). 

Trichophyton gypseum. The surface of the colony is white to cream 
color and may have a powdery or fluffy surface, The substrate pigment 
may be red to brown in old colonies. In new colonies there is very little 
pigment. In the culture mount, mycelial threads in a spiral formation 
may be seen. Spores are present in grape-like groups or singly coming 
directly off the mycelia. 

Trichophyton purpureum, The surface of the colony is white to rose 
and may have a purple tint at times. The surface is fluffy. The sub-

yeast-like growth. The culture mount shows many budding yeast cells 
in clusters. To make a positive diagnosis the colony must be trans- 
planted to cornineal agar. On this agar there are clusters of budding 
cells and terminal thick walled chlamydospores. 

Thus for a podiatrist to carry on this work himself he must have a 
microscope, slides and sodium hydroxide for the direct examination and 
for the cultural work either have the tubes made for him in a labora- 
tory or make them himself with the aid of an autoclave and the various 
ingredients listed for Sabouraud’s media. If he does not want to do this 
work himself, he most certainly should send out the specimens to the 
proper laboratory or mycologist for examination. Thus he can type the 
organism and treat cases of dermatophytosis and onychomycosis more 
intelligently.

THe COMMENCEMENT ApbRESS DELIVERED AT THE OHIO COLLEGE 
oF CHIROPODY, JUNE 2Np, 1941

Tue saces of old spoke of the burden of wearing honors. They used 
the term “burden” with their usual wisdom, so mildly, yet so thoroughly 
blended with cynicism. ‘Today the burden of “honors” has been placed 
upon my shoulders. I have every confidence that those who have seen 
fit to honor me have faith in my ability to carry the load, else they would 
have refrained from bestowing this signal distinction. 

Some of you who meet me face to face for the first time are pondering 
“Why have the trustees chosen this individual to receive this distinction? 
What has he contributed to warrant such an act?” Yes, you have all 
seen my name in print, because your faculty has seen fit to prescribe the 
text of which I am an author. Yet even the perusal of that volume must 
have given you occasion for pause. Your inquiry is quite justified, and 
I feel myself beholden to you to the extent of offering satisfactory ex- 
planation. So be it! 

Firstly, I feel it my duty to pay my respects to those who have been 
my mentors and without whom this story could not be told. The record 
will show that my association with chiropody-podiatry education extends 
back over twenty-eight years. Throughout all of those years it has been 
my good fortune to be associated with and under the guidance of a man 
to whom I owe such success as I may have achieved in my chosen work. 
My good friends here know that I refer to Dr. Maurice J. Lewi, President 
of The First Institute of Podiatry. 

Here beside me sits a man, who, but for the accident of geography, 
could have been such a guide and friend, my friend and a true friend 
of our profession, Dr. Lester E. Siemon. Fortunately his benign in- 
fluence has fallen upon a man, who, throughout the years has labored 
much the same as I have labored in a common cause, and whose efforts 
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have been crowned with a full measure of success of which we are all 
proud, my friend and colleague, Dr. Max S. Harmolin. 

You have a right to ask what, in my opinion, is the main factor that 
has aided in the phenomenal growth our calling has made in the last 
quarter century? And it is with satisfaction bordering upon zeal that I 
answer. It is due chiefly to the determination of men like Doctors Lewi 
and Siemon in insisting on raising the standards of our calling, both 
professional and academic, and further to the willingness of men like 
Harmolin and others to put into actual operation the program these 
men were courageous enough to propound, that results have been 
achieved.

? which will insure the completion of our lofty program. Rest assured 
that as the contributions of our profession are made, so will recognition 
t come and with it an increase in the scope of our work. 


So to you, young men, as you go forth to add your mite, may I offer 
~ this admonition. Your standards are the banners by which those who 


have the right, shall judge you. Hold them aloft so that they shall 
gleam in the sunlight of recognition and take with you my fervent

THe First hearing $.1459 was held 
before a Senate Sub-committee of 
the Military Affairs Committee on 
June 26, 1941. Senator Edwin 
Johnson of Colorado is Chairman 
of the Sub-committee and Senators 
Lodge of Massachusetts and Chand- 
ler of Kentucky are members. 
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rious representatives of the protes- 
sion and its colleges were present 
to offer their testimony concerning 
the need for establishing a Chirop- 
ody Corps in the Army. 

SENATOR ROBERT R. REYNOLDs of 
North Carolina, Chairman of the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
introduced our bill (S.1459) to es- 
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tablish a Chiropody Corps in the 
Medical Department of the United 
States Army on May 5, 1941. 


Senator Reynolds was born in 
Asheville, N. C. and attended the 
public schools and the University 
of North Carolina. He studied law 
and practiced for a time in his 
home town where he was elected 
Prosecuting Attorney for the 15th 
Judicial District of North Carolina. 
He was elected to the Senate on 
November 8, 1932. On May I4th, 
1941, he was elected Chairman of 
the very important Military Affairs 
Committee. 

Among his avocations is a great 
interest in travel. He has authored 
two books “Wanderlust” and 
“Gypsy Trails’. 

His efforts to aid our profession 
in providing chiropodical care for 
our military personnel have placed 
us deeply in his debt. On behalf 
of the entire Chiropody profession, 
the Defense Committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Chiropodists 
wishes to extend to Senator Rey- 
nolds our sincere thanks. 
CONGRESSMAN Harry L. HAINES of 
York, Pennsylvania, now serving 
in the House of Representatives, 
introduced our Bill, H.R. 3738, in 
the House on March 3, 1941, and 
has taken a very active interest in 
it. His close association with Chi- 
ropody has inspired him with a 
thorough understanding for the 
need of our services in the military 
forces of the United States. 

Every member of the profession 
takes a personal pride in the ac- 
complishments of this able Con- 
gressman who has befriended for- 
mer service men during his entire 
career. He was born at Red Lion, 
Pennsylvania, in 1880 and attended 
public schools and colleges in Penn- 
svivania. He entered business as a 
young man and for more than 
twenty-five years was engaged in 
the wholesale manufacture of cigars. 


He has served as Mayor of Red 
Lion and is now serving his fifth 
term in the House of Representa- 
tives. 

Congressman Haines deserves the 
wholehearted support of every 
member of the profession through- 
out the nation, who deeply appre- 
ciate his efforts in our behalf.
